RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


The  number  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
sold  out  of  first  hands  at  the  seven  markets 
totaled  98,300  head,  the  smallest  in  ten  weeks, 
and  15  percent  smaller  than  the  corresponding 
week  last  year.  Slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
sold  steady  to  500  lower  while  cows  were  steady 
to  $1.00  lower.  Barrows  and  gilts  were  uneven 
mostly  steady  to  250  lower  although  at  some 
Midwestern  centers  prices  were  steady  to  250 
higher.  Spring  slaughter  lambs  sold  $1.00-2.00 
lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  opened  the  week  on  a  lower 
note  but  at  most  markets  at  least  part  of  the 
price  ground  lost  early  was  regained  and  at  two 
centers  final  prices  were  steady  to  250  higher. 
However,  general  price  levels  at  the  week-end 
were  still  steady  to  500  lower.  The  stronger 
trend  after  Monday  reflected  curtailed  receipts 
and  higher  dressed  beef  prices  at  midwest  whole- 
sale centers.  The  percentage  of  cows  in  sup- 
plies increased  moderately  as  did  the  percentage 
of  feeders.  Cows  closed  unevenly  steady  to 
$1.00  lower,  mostly  250-$l.OO  lower.  Bulls 
sold  on  a  steady  basis  while  vealers  were  weak 
to  $2.00  lower.  Fully  6  percent  of  the  steers 
in  Chicago  Prime,  a  slight  increase  compared 
with  the  previous  week,  but  Good  to  average 
Choice  predominated  as  usual  at  most  markets. 
Slaughter  steers  averaged  lighter  in  weight 
and  at  several  markets  average  weights  were 
the  lightest  for  any  week  in  over  two  years.

Bulk  Choice  heifers  $23.50-25.25, 
Good  largely  $21.50-24.00  and  a  few  Standard 
as  low  as  $18.00. 

Slaughter  cows:  Utility  and  Commercial 
cows  $14.50-17.50,  bulk  Canner  and  Cutter 
$12.00-15.50. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 
continued  seasonally  limited  as  the  month  of 
June  drew  to  a  close.  Over-all  quality  was 
typical  of  this  time  of  year  with  a  fairly 
large  percent  of  supplies  made  up  of  Good  and 
mixed  Good  and  Choice  shipments  and  moderate 
numbers  of  Medium  and  low-Good  while  high- 
Choice  and  Fancy  grades  were  marked  by  relative 
scarcity.  Although  wheat  harvesting  and  other 
field  work  tended  to  curtail  attendance  of 
country  buyers  at  most  midwest  markets,  demand 


was  fully  adequate  to  provide  outlet  for  the 
numbers  offered.  In  fairly  active  trading 
prices  generally  were  maintained  on  a  firm  basis 
and  at  Wichita  were  steady  to  500  higher.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Hog  prices  de- 
veloped an  irregular  pattern  around  the  market 
circuit.  The  divergent  factors  were  moderate 
supplies  Wednesday  and  Thursday  and  a  bearish 
dressed  trade  that  followed  several  weeks  of 
advancing  prices.  Compared  with  the  previous 
week's  close,  barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to 
250  lower,  except  steady  to  250  higher  at 
Chicago,  St.  Paul,  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City. 
Sows  at  Indianapolis  and  St.  Paul  were  5O0-$1.OO 
higher,  while  at  other  major  terminals  prices 
were  steady  to  250  higher  except  steady  to  250 
lower  at  Omaha  and  Sioux  City.  The  12  market 
receipts  were  5  percent  less  than  the  previous 
week  but  little  different  than  year  ago.  Sow  re- 
ceipts remained  on  the  increase,  ranging  from  8 
percent  at  Kansas  City  to  26  percent  at  St.  Paul.

Compared 
with  the  previous  Friday,     closing  sales  on 
barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to  250  lower,   sows 
mostly  10-250  lower.

The  moderately  reduced  marketings  were  primarily 
spring  slaughter  lambs;     old-crop  offerings 
were  virtually  absent  at  most  points.     Severe 
price  losses  on  slaughter  lambs  featured  the 
week's  activity  with  the  downturns  in  sympathy 
with  sharp  declines  posted  on  dressed  lamb.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  steady 
to  $1.25  lower  at  markets  other  than  Baltimore 
where  prices  were  steady  to  500  higher.  Cow 
beef  was  steady  to  $1.00  lowerj  veal  and  calf 
steady  to  $3.00  lower;  spring  lamb  steady  to 
$2.00  lowerj  pork  loins  mostly  steady  to  $1.00 
higher  at  Baltimore  and  Washington,  otherwise 
steady  to  $1.50  lowerj  fresh  skinned  hams  steady 
to  $1.00  lowerj  Boston  butts  and  spareribs 
steady  to  $3.00  higher. 

Prices  were  weak  to  mostly  500  lower  for 
kosher  steer  forequarters  at  New  York  and  lamb 
sold  $1.00  off.  Quotations  for  kosher  veal  and 
calf  foresaddles  were  unchanged. 

Supplies  of  beef  and  lamb  near  normal j 
veal,  calf  and  pork  normal.  Clearance  was 
fairly  complete  at  New  York  and  Washington,  and 
pork  clearance  was  broad  at  all  markets,  but 
cleanup  very  slow  elsewhere.  Demand  for  steer 
beef  was  mainly  for  carcasses  under  725#  along 
with  all  weights  of  ribs  and  loins,  while  rounds 
and  chucks  were  slow.   Improved  outlet  for  these 
cuts  at  close  contributing  to  the  clearance. 
Cow  beef  was  easier  for  the  first  time  in  sever- 
al weeks.  Veal  and  calf  was  fairly  active  at 
most  markets,  but  lagged  somewhat  at  New  York 
under  rather  poor  demand.  Best  outlet  for 
spring  lamb  prevailed  early  under  generally  good 
demand  for  carcasses  and  most  cuts.  Movement  of 
lamb  slowed  sharply  at  New  York  late  in  the 
week.  Pork  opened  quite  active,  and  all  cuts 
met  broad  demand,  however,  loins  ■  and  fresh 
skinned  hams  turned  slow  on  latter  days  of  the 
week  at  New  York.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 


Sales  of  greasy  domestic  vorsted  wools  in 
the  Boston  market  continued  small,  but  there  was 
a  substantial  volume  of  wool  moved  in  the  terri- 
tory States.  There  was  good  demand  for  original 
bag,  half-blood  wools,  with  some  fine  and  med- 
ium grades  at  steady  prices.  Woolen  wools  and 
noils  were  slow  and  steady. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  showed  East- 
ern Europe,  Japan  and  the  Continent  interests 
active  at  firm  prices.  New  Zealand  and  South 
African  auctions  were  closed  for  the  season 
while  offerings  from  South  America  were  small. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  on  June  22,  1962  prices  received  by 
farmers  for  wool  sold  during  the  1961  marketing 
year  (April  1961-*Iarch  1962)  averaged  42.90  per 
pound.  This  was  2  percent  more  than  1960  but 
18  percent  below  the  1951-60  average  of  52. 20 
per  pound. 

The  U.S.D.A.  also  announced  on  June  25,  1962 
that  shorn  wool  payments  for  the  1961  marketing 
year  will  amount  to  44.5  percent  of  the  dollar 
returns  each  producer  received  from  the  sale  of 
shorn  wool  during  the  year.  This  will  br±fl$Jr&&e 
wool  price  of  42.90  per  pound  up  to  the  previous- 
ly announced  incentive  level  of  620  per  pound 
under  the  National  Wool  Act.  It  was  also 
announced  a  payment  rate  of  760  per  cwt.  on 
unshorn  lambs  to  compensate  for  the  wool  on 
them.

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  sold  at  51.24  on  a  core  test 
while  average  French  combing  64s  brought  51.18 
on  a  core.  A  substantial  weight  of  original 
bag  bulk  half-blood  with  some  fine  and  3/8s  sold 
in  the  Belle  Fourche-Newell  area  at  31.17  clean 
basis  on  a  core  test,  delivered  East.  Range 
sales  follow:  Oregon,  occasional  small  farm 
flocks  of  bulk  l/4  with  some  3/8s  and  low  1/4 
blood  good  French  combing  and  staple  wool, 
amounting  to  about  75,000  pounds,  sold  to  local 
industry  at  500  grease  basis  to  the  growers. 
Colorado  -  3,000  pounds  graded  l/4  blood  French 
combing  51.06  clean  basis. 

Montana  -  Jordan  Pool  at  sealed  bid  105,000 
pounds ,  bulk  fine  and  half,  good  French  and 
staple  48.290  grease  basis  estimated  51.20  clean, 
delivered  East.
